But in caſe that the confuſe heape of all other vſurtes and vnlawfull 
contractes might be ridd out ofthe waye,cither by the auctozitic of Goddes 
wowe,emonglt them which will ſeeme co feare Godde,epther by the power 
of Magiltrates,(which ought tobe noneof the laſt cates wozthy tobetreaz 
ted of tn our parlyamentes,it wee ſecke the trewe reformation of Chuilttan 
Keligton,as it1s pzetended)that vſery might eaſcly be bozen withal, whertn 
men thinke that the neceſſitte of wydowes,pupills,and hoſpitals, be holpen, 
Wherekore it were to be hartelp wiſhed that though this vſuric can not bee

Theſouldiors there preſent, diſmayed with the departurc of their Generall, and forecharged Tis brifiar: 


by the Ianizarics, forſooke their ſtations, and in haſtfled to the ſame gate whereby 1r/tiz7as 
vas entred: with the {ightwhereof the other ſouldiors diſmayed,ran thither by heapes alſo.Butr 
whileſt they violently ſtriuve,all rogether toget in at once,they ſo wedged one anotherin the cn- 
trance of the gate,that teyy of ſo great a multitude got in: in which fo great a prefie & contuſion 
of minds, 800 pcrions were there by them that followed troden vnder joot or thruſt to death, 
Tie emperour hirale!fe for ſategard ofitis life lying with the reſt, in thar preſſe,as a mannot re- 
garded,mi;eravly ended tis dayes,together with the Greeke empire. His dead body was ſhortly 
after found by the Turks amongſtrhe tlame,and knowne by his rich apparreil ; whoſe head being 
cut off, was forthwith preſented to the Turkiſh tyrant : by whote commanndement ir was after- 
ward thruſt vpon the point of a launce,andin great deriſion carricd about asa trophee of his vi- 
corie,firſt in the campe,und afterwards vp and downe the citic. | 

The Turkes encouraged witn the fligit of the Chriſtians, preiently aduanced their cniigres 
vpon the top of the vtrermoit wall, crying victorie; and by the breach entred as it it had beene a 
great loud, witch hauing once found a breach inthe banke,oucrfloweth,and bearcth downe all 
belorgy; : fo the Turks when they had woon the vtter wall, entredrhe citic by the ſame gate that 
was opened for 7#{//#745, and by a breach which they hadbefore made with their great artille- 
ric; and vittout mercie catting in pieces all that came in tneir way , without further reſiſtance 
becaine lords of that moſt famous and imperiall citic . Some few there were of the Chriſtians, 
who preferring death before the Turkiſh {lauerie, with their frwords in their hands, fold their 
livcs accrevnto their encimies: amongic whom, the two brethren, Punlrs and Trolus Borhiardl, 
Italians,with Theophilus Palcologus a Greeke,and 1oanans $7425 a Dalmatian,for heir great va- 
lour and courage deſerue tobehad inercrnall remembrance : Vho after they had like Lyons 
madeflaughter of their enemics,died inthe middeſt of them, embrued with theirbloud, rathcr 
oppreſſed by multitnde,than by true valour ouercome. In this turie of the Barvarians perithed 
many thouſands of men,yvomen,and children,withour reſpc& of age,ſexe,or condition. Many 
tor fategard of theirliues fled into the Temple of Sopnra; where they were all without pitic 
fline,cxcept ſome few reſerued by the barbarous victors,to purpoles more grieuous than death 
it ſclic. Therich and beautifull ornaments aad jewels of that moit ſumptuous and magnificent 
Cirurch (the ſtately building of 1»//7n7e2us te emperour) were inthe turning of a hand pluckr 
cowne and carried away by the Turks : and the Church it ſelfe built for God to be honourediin, 
for the preſent conertcd into a ſtable tor their horſes,or aplace for the execution of their abho- 
iinable and vaſpeakeable filthinefſe: the Image of the crucifix was allo by rhem taken downe, 
anda Turks ca purvpon the head thereof, and ſo ſer vp and thot at with their arrowes; and at- 
rerwards in great derition carried abour in their campe.as it had beene 1 proceſſion, with drums 
playing before it, rayling and ſpitting ar it, and calling it the God of the Chrittans  VVaich I 
notenotſo much done in contempt of the Image,as in the deſpight of Chriſt and ric Chriſtian 
religion. 

But whileit ſome were thus ſpoyling of the Churches , others were as buſic in ranſacking ot 
prizat houſes; where the miſerable Chriſtians were enforced to endure in rheirperions whatſo 
euerpleaſed the infolent victors : vato whom all things were nov laytull rhat ſtood wita their 
luit; every common ſouldtor having power of lifeand gearh, at iis pleaſure to {pare or ipil : at 
which time riches were no better than pouertic, and beautic worle than deiornutie. VVhar 
rongue were able to expreſſe the miſeric of thar rime ? or the prod infolencie ot tioic barba- 
rous conquerors 2 whereof fo many thouſands, euery man with greedinefic fitted his owne vn- 
rexfonable defire : ail whichthe poore Chriſtians were forcedtoenture . But to ſpeake of tae 
mdden treaſure, money, plate, jevwels,and other riches there found, paſterh crechit; the Turkes 
theraſclues wondered therear, and were therewith {o enriched, that ic 15 a proucrb? amongſt 
them at this d2y, # any of them grow ſuddenly rich, to ſay, 7e hath beene af the facking of Con- 
SLANTIE © P16 :hercof if ſome reaſonable part had in time been beſtowed ypon actence of the 
crete Fol ing nadnor fo cafily raken both it andthe citice. But enery man was caretull

euery man with his priuat abundance was wrapped vp together with his needie neighbour in G 
the ſelfeſame common miſerie. Yea the ſecuritie of the Conſtantinopolitans was ſuch, that be- 
ingalwajes enuironed with their mortall enemyes, yet had they no care of fortifying of ſo much 
asthe inner wall of the citie (which for beautic and ſtrength was comparable with the walls of 
any citie in the world, if it had beene kept well repaired) but ſuffered the officers which had the 
charge toſeeto the fortifying of the citie, to conuert the greateſt part of the money into their 
owne purſes: as appeared by Marnucl Gagers , alittle before a very poore man; and likewiſe 
by Neophitus, who then hauing that office to ſee vnto the fortification of the citie, had in ſhort 
time gathered together ſeucnty thouſand florens,which becamealla worthy prey vnto the gree- 
- die Turkes. | 

After that the barbarous common ſoldiors had thus by the ſpace of three daies without con- H 
trolment taken his pleaſure in the citie (as Hahomet had before promiſed) and throughly ran- 
ſackt euery corner thereof, they then returned into the campe with theirrich ſpoyles,driuing the 
poore Chriſtian captiues beforethem.as if they had been droues of cattell,or flocks of ſheepe: a 
ſpectacleno leſſe lamentable than was the ſacking of the citie. It would haue gricued any ſtonie 

' heart tohaue ſcene the noble gentlewomen and great ladies, with theirbeauritall children, and 
many other faire perſonages,who lately flowedinall worldly wealthand pleaſure, tobe now be- 
come the poore and miſerable bondflaues of moſt baſe and contemprtible raſcals ; who were fo 
farre from ſhewing them any pitie, as that they delighted innothing morethan to heaps, more 
and more miſerie vpon them,making no more reckoning of themthan of dogs. There mightthe _ 
parents ſee the wotull miſcric of their belouedchildren,andthe children ofthe parents, the hus- [ 

' band might ſee the ſhametullabuſe of his wife, and the wife of her husband, and generally one 
friend of another; and yet notable to mourne together (theleaſt part of heauie comfort)being 
inthe thraldome of diuers cruel! maſters,by whom they were kept in ſunder, like in feyy daies to 
be diſperſed fto diners far countries, without hope that they ſhould euer find releaſe, or one ſee 
another againe. | 

The ſouldiors being all retired into the campe, Mahomet as a prowd conqueror with great tri- 
umph entred into the citic of ConsranrinopLs, then deſolate and void of all Chriſtian inha- 
bitants ; and there after themanner of the Turkiſhkings made aſumpruous and royall feaſt vnto 
his Baſlacs and other great captains : whereafter he had ſurcharged himſelf with exceſſe ofmear 

| and drinke, he cauſed diuers ofthe chicte Chriſtian captiues, bothmen and women (of whom K 
Mahometſo= many were of the late cmperourslineand race) to be in his preſence pur to death,as he with his 
__ ” Turks fat banquetting: deeming his feaſt much more ſtarely by ſucheffuſion of Chriſtian bloud. 
fantinople with VV hich manner of exceeding crueltiche daily vied,vntill ſuch time as he had deſtroyed all the

vie, Ar which time alſo diuers of the Venetian Senators,with Baznlus their Gonernor, and many rich 
marchants of Gzxva and other places of Ir a1.1z were in ike manner murthered : ſo that of 47 
Senators of Vzx1cz which were there taken (whereof molt part came thither by chance, bound 
for other places, but there vnluckily ſhut vp) ſome few found the fauour, with exceeding grear 
ranſomes to redceeme themelues. | | 

Amongſt theſe noblemen thus lamentably executed, was one Luc.zs Leontarcs, or Notaras, L. 
commonly called &yr-Lxczs,or lord Luca:,bur of late great Chancellor of ConsrantinopLs,a 
man of greateſt account next vnto the emperour himſelfe : whom the Turkiſh tyrant ſeemed 
greatly to blame,that he being a man in ſo great credit with the late emperor,perſuaded himnor 
im timeto haue ſought for peace vponany condition, or elſe to haue yeelded vp the citie, rather 
than to haue run that extreame courſe of wofull miſerie. He to excuſe the matter,ſaid, That the 
late emperour his maſter was encouraged to hold out the ſiege by the Venetians andcitizens of 
Pexa, fromwhom he recciued ſecret aid: asalſoby ſome of the greateſt men about his owne 
perſon : for proofe whereof, he drew out of his boſome the letters which Ca/y-Baſſahad to that 

_ purpoſe written vnto the emperour, and deliuered them ro Mrhoxret, hoping thereby to haue 
found ſome fauour. But when he had ſaid what he could'he eldeſt ofhis ſonnes then liuing (for * 
he had loſt two elder inthe time of the ſiege) was cruelly executed before his face,and the youn- 
geſt reſerued for the tyrants luſt; and after all this miſerie had his owne head ſirucke oft,with the 
reſt appointed for that daies ſacrifice. Our of this generall calamutic elcaped 70. 1uſti7ames the 
Generall,who withall ſpeed fledat firſt to Pzxa,and fromthence to Cutos where in few daies

IS the Firſt Letter of the A/phabet in 
all the known Languages of the World, 
exceptin that of the Erhioptans, where, 
according to Ludoſphus's Grammar, it 
1s the Thirteenth. And that which 
Sives it grnnety the Precedency 
to the Reſt of the Vowels, is this, 
I That Infants have it always Naturally 
in their firſt Attempts of imper- 
fe&t Utterance. The Pronunciation of it, 15 Free and Open 
though ſome Nations, and particularly the Engliſh, vary in 
' the ſounding 1t; ſometimes Open, ſometimes Cloſe, as in the 
| Words, All, and Take. Chriſt in a Myſtical ſence, compar'd 
himſelf to the Alpha and Omega of the Greeks, to ſignifie, that 
he was the Beginning and the End of All things. 

Fa> a Fountain in the Canton of Bear, which the Countr 
People call the Arquebuſade, or Fountain of Musker-ſhot, becauſe 
it has a peculiar Virtue to cure the Wounds of Fire-Arms, Al- 
ſo the Name of ſeveral Rivers, of which, One runs by Aahaus 

In the Dioceſs of Munſter. A Second riſes in Boulonnozs, crofſes 
the Country of Artois, and running to St. Omers, falls into the Sea 
below Gravelin. This is thought to be the Agnio, and Euneno 
of the Latins. A Third, called alſo Alpha,. in the Province of 
Frizeland. A Fourth, that runs to Steenwick in Overyſſell, and 
throws it ſelf into the Sea near the Fort of Blockzil, A Fifth, 
in Switzerland, which diſcharges it ſelf into the Lake of Lucern. 
A Sixth, (by ſome call'd eg that riſes in Weſtphalia, near

Velen, runs to Bockholt in the Biſhoprich of Munſter, and empties 
- It ſelf into the Iſſe/, near Anhault. The Seventh, another River 
of Weſtphalia, which runs to Munſter , and caſts it ſelf into the 
Eems. And an Eighth, of the ſame Conntry, that waſhes Sten- 
fort, and loſes it ſelf in the Vechr. - 

Aad, or Xade, a.\mall River of Brabant, which runs to Hel- 
ont and Borfleduc, where it mixes with the Dommell. 

Aalam or Ebnol Falam, that is, the Son of Aalam, an 
Arabian who lived in the IX. Age. Alſo the Name of Al7 
Ebno'l Hoſain, whoſe $kill in Aſtrology procured him the Eſteem 
of all the Princes of his Country. . | 

Jalem, or Fulcm, an Imperial but very ſmall City of Sug- 
bia, as not. containing above Thirty Families. It formerly be- 
ions'd to the Dubes of Wirtenbergh, but Eberard Ul. ſurnamed 
the Quarrelſom, loſt it. 

Fama Culiandin, a Kins of Zthiopta, who lived 1n the VIII. 
Aze. 

"Jar, or Irr, in Latin Arola or Arula, a River of Switzerland, 
which rifins out of the Mountain of Leagſchen, glides through the 
Lakes of Brientz and Thun; after which, being ſwell'd with a 
great Number of other Rivers, it falls into the Rhine, near Cob- 
tentz, between Baſil and Conſtance. 

Far, a River in the Province of Heſſe in Germany; which paſ- 
fins by Dodink-Hauſen, empties 1t {eli jnto the Eder.

Far, or Jer and Fre, ſaid to be the Abrinca of the Ancients, 
another River of Germany, which runs to Hunin, thence to Alde- 
naer, and falls into the Rhine hetween Bonn and Coblentz.

Faron, as much. as to ſay a Mountain, was the firft High- 
Prieft of the Fews; the Eldeſt Son of Amram, of the Tribe 
of Levi, and Brother to Miriam and, Moſes. He was ap- 
pointed by God, the Interpreter of his Commands between Moſes 


and Pharaoh King of Egypt 


» Afterwards, he was conſecra- 
ted High Prieſt by the Suffrage of God himſelf : at which Cere- 
mony, Fire deſcended from Heaven and conſumed the Vigims. 
He had Four Sons, Nadab, Abibu, Eleazar and Ithamar. The 
Two firſt, negle&ing the Sacred Fire ordain'd for the Incenſe of 
the Temple, and making uſe of Strange Fire in their Cenſers, dy- 
ed ſuddenly in the Tabernacle. Sometime after, Corah, Dathan, 
and Abiram, together with the Principal Heads of the Jjraelttes, 
rebell'd againſt Moſes and Aaron, pretending to have a ſhare in 
the Government of the People, and the High-Prieſthood; But 
the Earth open'd and ſwallow'd up the Three Ringleaders, with 
all that belonged to them; and Fire from Heaven, conſumed 
their Two Hundred and Fifty unfortunate Abettors. God, for a 
farther Confirmation of Aaron's Prieſthood, commanded eve 
Tribe to bring a Rod into the Tabernacle, with i the Name of 
the Tizbe inſcribed upongit; to the end, that the Rod that 
bloſſomed , might determine which of the T/ibes God had 
choſen. © Upon which, Aaron's Rod flouriſhed, both with 
Leaves and Blofſoms. He dyed on Mount Hor, on the firſt day 
of the Month Ab, which in part correſponds with our Fay, 
in the Hundred and Twenty Third Year of his Age, and in the 
Year of the World 2583. 

Aaron, called by the Arabians, Harun Baſtiet, Califfe of Baby- 
lon, was one of the moſt Potent and Fortunate Monarchs of the 
Saracens. He began to Reign after his Brother Moſes, about 
the 78$th Year of the Chriſiian Calculation. He was an 
Aﬀable Prince, and a favourer of Learning , particularly of 
Poetry: And no leſs Magnanimous and Couragious : Infomuch 
as he made himſelf Maſter of the greateſt part of Aſia, even to 
the Indies. He Conquer'd Egypt, and conftrain'd the Greek 
Emperour to pay him Tribute. He 1s reported, to have been 
aQually preſent in Eight pitcin'd Battels, and to have been al- 
ways ViGorious. He had ſuch a particular Eſteem for Char- 
lemaigne, that in the Year 8c2, he ſent him an Embaſſie and 
ſeveral Preſents; amongſt which were more ſingularly cons 
ſpicuous, his own Elephant, and a Clock , admired for the In- 
vention and Workmanfhip. Charlemaigne ng leſs defirous to 
make the beſt of his Friendſhip, defired his pernuffion, ht 
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he might offer up with freedom ſuch Preſents as he ſhould ſend | 
to the Holy Sepulchre. Which Aaron not only granted him, but 
ſent him the Keys of the Sacred Places; proteſting withall, 
that he was the abſolute Maſter of them : The reafon why Ba- 
ronixs aſſerted, that the French were the firſt Legal Poſſeſſors of the 
Holy Sepulchre. Aaron likewiſe had a great ſhare in the Treaty of 
Peace Concluded at Saltz , between Charlemaigne and Nicephorus 
the Greeþ Emperour. Who afterwards making his Son Staura- 
cius Companion with him in the Empire, would needs enter into 
a War with the Saracens, but was utterly overthrown : After 
which, Aaron pouring 1n upon him 3ocooo Men, conſtrain- 
ed him to purchaſe his Peace, by paying an Annual Tribute of 
30coo Crowns in Gold, ſtamp'd with his own "Effgtes, and 
3000 ſtamp'd with the Pourtraiture of his Son ; to ſignifie, they 
were both his Tributaries. He dyed in the 47th Year of his Age, 
and the 806th, or 807th of the Chriſtian Calculation. 
Aaron, a Magician, who wound himſelf into the Favour of 
the Emperour Emanuel Comnenus, by means of certain ridicu- 
lous Promiſes which he made him; but his Impoſtures being 
diſcovered; he ſuffered condign Puniſhment. ' TI 
Faron, or Jhron of Alexandria, a Phyſician, who lived in the 
VII. Age, .and wrote a Volume in Phyſick divided into Thirty 
Treatiſes. | 
Aaron Ben Iffer, a Rabbi, famous for his having invented 
the Hebrew Points and Accents. He lived jn the-V. Age. 
Faron the Caraite, a famous Rabbi, who lived. about the 
Year 13<6. He is eſteemed among the Rabb7's, to be one of the 
beſt Interpreters of the 01d Teſtament, Some will have him, to 
be the ſame perſon with TE 
Faron Yariſcon, who wrote the Hebrew Grammar, under 
the Title of Cheltl Fophtz or Excellent in Beauty, which was Print- 
ed at Conſtantinople, in the Year 1581. 
Faſbat, the Son of Machates, and Father of Elipheleth, was 
one of David's Worthies,

Fba,, or Yban, the 11. King of Hungary, who Uſurped 
that: Kingdom in the Year 1042, after he had Depoſed Peter 
the German, Succeſſor to Stephen T. But his Reign was ſhort ; 
for he was ſlain in 1044, and Peter re-aſcended the Throne. 
Some years after he was buried, his Body was found entire, 
and without any ſcars of the Wounds he had received. 

ba, a City of Phocis in Greece, famous of Old for the Tem- 
ple of Apollo, who was from thence Surnamed, Apollo Abaus. Tt 
was burnt by Xerxes;z Upon which, the Inhabitants, formerly 
called Abantes, retired to the Iſland of Negropont, and gave it 
the Name of Abantis. 

Fbaba, or Fbaqua, a Sarmatian by Birth, was Marryed in 
Thrace to a certain Goth, whoſe Name was Mecca or Micca, by 
whom ſhe had Maximin, who ſucceeded Alexander Severus 1n 
the Empire, An.

Abadtr, the Name of the Stonc that Saturn ſwallowed, in- 
ſtead of his Children. For he being forewarn'd, that he ſhould 
be expelled his Kingdom by One of his Sons, ſent for his 
Male-Off-spring as ſoon as his Wife Rhea was delivered, that he 
might devour them. But ſhe being once fo ſerved, ſent kim 
at other Times a Stone wrap'd up in Swadling-Cloaths, and ſo 
deceived him. La#antius and Heſychis aſſert, That by this 
Stone Abadr, 15 meant the Pagan Deity, call'd Terminus. Pauſanias 
tells us, That this Stone was preſerved in the Temple of Delphos. 

FIbaddon, a Name which St. Fohn in his Revelation, gives to 
the King of the Locuſts, an Infernal Angel, and which he 
explains by the Greek, Word *Ampxway, or the Deſtrozer, And 
therefore Generally, 'tis one of the Names of Satan or the Del. 

Ibaelard, vid. Jbaillard. 

Abafti, or Ypaff, ( Michae!) Count of Zechel;, and Prince 
of Tranſj[vantz, was the Son of onc of the Magiſtrates of Her- 
enanſtad:, the Capital City of that Province. He was Ele&ted 
Prince ot Trarſyivania, An. Dom. 1661. and being protected by the 
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ſupported by the Emperour. His Name made a Great Noiſe 
both 1n the Preceding and Preſent Wars, wherein he ſtill a&ted 
the beſt he could for his own Advantage, ſuccouring underhand 
the Turks and Malecintents of Hungary, but ftecding the Em 
rour with fair Hopes and Negotiations of Agreement, till the 
Emperor diſcovering his Secret Correſpondencies with the Port, 
ſent his Army to ſeize upon his Principality ; which nevertkelets, 
together with his Children, he recommended upon his Death- 
Bed to the Emperor. He died at Weiſſemburgh, after a lors 
Sickneſs, toward the Beginning of the Spring, An. Dor, 1650. 
Fbaga, a King of the Tartars, toward rhe End of the Xi. 
Age. He Invaded the Perſtans and ſubdu'd 'em, and rendred 
himſelf formidable to the Chriſtians, by his Continued Vi&e- 
ries. Nevertheleſs, he ſent Ambailadors to the II. General Coun- 
ct] of Lyons. 
 Jbagarus, one of the Kings of Fdeſſa in Meſpramia, who 
was Cotemporary with the Son of God. This Abagarus, had 
heard of the Great Miracles which Chrijt wrought ; and made 
no Queſtion, but that he was the Meſſiah, who had been pro- 
 miſed to Mankind. Which made him take the Liberty to 
write to Feſus Chriſt, and give him an Invitation to Edeſſa, 25 
preſuming, that. he might live there more to his Convenience, 
and with more Safety than among the Fews. And beſides, he 
was 1n Hopes, that our Savor would cure him of a Diſicniper, 
| that had long affiifted him. The Son of God, approving the 
Faith and Zeal of Abagarus, ſent him his Pifwve, and rcturn's 
him an Anſwer, That his Occaſions would not permit him to 
vitit Syria, but that; after his Aſcenſion, one of his Diſciples 
ſhould come .to Edeſſa, and that after he had Iuſtcucted hire 
in the Myſteries of nis Salvation, he ſhould reſtore to Heath 
both his Body and Soul. Which was afterwards performed by 
St. Thaddaus, who not only cur'd Abagarus, but converted the 


| Oſroemans. The Copies of both theſe Letters, are ſtill Extant, 


and tranſmitted to the World in the following Words ; 


[ABAGARUS, KING OF EDESSA, 


To the Gracious Saviour JESUS, 


Who has taken upon him Human Fleſh in the Country of

Cures which you perform, by healing the Sick withoat 
Herbs or Medicines: And the Report 1s, That you reſtore 
Sight to the Blind, that you cleanſe the Leprons, that you caſt 
forth Devils and Malignant Spirits; that you reftore Health 
to thoſe that have many Tears langui(h'd under Tedions and 
Incarable Diſeaſes, and raiſe the Dead to Life.

Fabulous. Eyfebius affirms, that he copied them from the Records 
of the City of Edeſſa, and Tranſlated 'em out of Chafdee into 
Greek, St Ephrem, Deacon of the ſame City, mentions 'em in 
his Treatiſe entituled, Ephrem's Laſt Will. Count Darius cites 
'em in an Epiſtle to St. Auſtin, and Theodorus Studires in another 
to Pope Paſchal, As for the Pi&ure, St. Fobn of Damaſcus, 
Evagrius and ſeveral others make mention of 1t, and the Greeks 
obſerve a Feſtival, which 1s called, the Tranſlarion of the Pifare, 
Pope Adrian alſo, in an Epiſtle to Charlematgn, aſſures him, that 
the Hiſtory was admitted for true, by a Council at Rome undce 
Pope Stephen.
